The socialist equates wages with pov- 
erty. It is an impossibility to have one 
without the other. There will never be 
any government. political party, so- 
called leaders or program of reforms 
that can ever cemove the base social 
charactenstics of unemployment. inse- 
curily and poverty from the wages svs- 
tem. When vou support catitalism. and 
accept 8 CONTINUAUON. sou are placing 
the stamp of approval upon the vers 
core of capitalist societv—wuye labour 
and capital 

Be assured that in today’s world 
where vou find wages vou brave capital- 
ism, with the explonation of the major- 
ity by a2 minority. Russia and China of 
course included. The existence of the 
wages svstem in these countnes ts ine

explicit proof that capitaism prevails. 
and that the Russian and Chines 
workers, just like workers elsewhere. 
own nothing ol real value except ther 
labour power—for which thev receive 
waues. This “exchange” guarantees 
them impoverishment and enduring 
hardship 

The wages of the working class as a 

whole always approximates to an ater- 
age subsistence figure, creating an 
unceasing struggle tor the worker, 
surv)vai—nocwithstanding their indi: 
pensabilitv to the employing class 

The worker receives payment for 

what he sells. labour power. not for 
what he produces. Herein hes a closely 
guarded secret. Most workers spend a 
life-time blissfully unaware of the tact 
that as a class they are legally robded 
when they produce values in excess of 
their compensation. That this occurs 
should be obvious, for without these 
‘surplus values.’ created by the work- 
ing cass. the capitalist class would be 
depnved of their luxurious aod pnir 
leged livelihood 

Ask vourself this most pertinent and 
significant question. When have you 
ever heard the wages system. 4s such. 
critized or condemned? You have 
received information about so-called 
high wages. low wages. unemployment 
with ils Suspension of wages, dut the 
fundamental concept of the acceptance 
of the wages system, and whether or nat 
ors justified, necessary. or should de 
tolerated 1s never suggested of cuntem- 
plated.
